COMMISSIONERS WRITE 
RE GRAIN BONUS 

Responding to many requests, Mr. 
G. M. Whicher wrote the Grain Com¬ 
missioners on the. matter of the 5 per 
cent, bqnus to the growers of grain. 
The reply from the commissioners is 
printed herewith in the hope that it 
will be of use to our farmer friends. 

Messrs. G. M. Whicher & Co.. 

Vulcan, Alta. 

Gentlemen: 

This will acknowledge your letter 
of September 5th requesting informa¬ 
tion regarding the payment of bonus 
of five per cent to grower of grain 
during the crop year 1931. 

In answer to your first question I 
would say that the owner of land 
who rents his land on a crop share 
basis is not entitled to the bonus. In 
this case the bonus on all the wheat 
grown by the grower would be pay¬ 
able to the grower, even though the 
land owner’s share might be delivered. 
in the land owner’s name. 

In answer to your second question 
I would say that the mortgage com¬ 
pany who takes one third crop lease 
to secure arrears of interest fcis not 
entitled to the bonus. The only land 
owner who is entitled to the bonus is 
the one who pays the tenant a salary 
in money, or a salary in part money 
and part share of the crop, or part 
interest in the profits thereof.

A. Wilson McLean, United Grain 
Growers’ elevator agent, was found 
dead lying on the kitchen floor of his 
residence shortly after 1 p.m.

HEAVY DUTY ON WHEAT 

The effect of European high tariffs 
on Canadian wheat markets, has 
made itself sufficiently felt. The ex¬ 
tremely heavy duties on wheat flour, 
makes it impossible to ship Canadian 
flour into a number of countries at 
present. 

A barrel of flour takes about 4 Vi 
bushels of wheat, but in most instan¬ 
ces the duty on flour is at a much 
higher rate. In Albania, the duty on 
wheat is $1.31 per bushel, and on 
flour $6.43 per barrel. In Germany, 
the duty on wheat is $1.62 amJ^jn 
flour $8.93 per barrel. In Austria 
the duty on wheat is 55 cents a bush¬ 
el and on flour $4.25 per barrel. In 
France 85 cents on wheat and $4.48 
on flour. In Italy 87 cents on wheat 
and $4.07 on flour and in Norway 82 
cents on wheat and $8.00 on flour.

WEEKLY LETTER FROM 
LOCALHEALHT UNIT 

Now that the schools are re-opened 
and the physical examinations of the 
children in the Okotoks-High River 
Health District has commenced, it 
might be interesting to the parents 
to know what is being done, and the 
reason for doing it. “What is the use 
of this treatment anyway?” The] 
foregoing query has been heard. 

Here are a few of the reasons for | 
the annual expenditure of $10,000 on 
purely* preventative medicine in this 
district. 

From the examination of hundreds 
of thousands of school children, it 
has been found that 25 per cent, are 
malnourished, 15 per cent, to 25 per 
cent have diseased tonsils and ade¬ 
noids, 26 per cent, have defective vis¬ 
ion, 50 per cent, to 75 per cent, have 
had teeth, 5 per cent, have tubercu¬ 
losis, 1 per cent, have heart trouble, 
and 5 per cent, have aefective hear¬ 
ing. It is probable that th’e children 
of this district are in much the same 
health as those" in other districts of 
Canada. 

During the past month some 300 
children were examined and 182 de¬ 
fects were found. While the number 
of examinations was not great, they 
w ate made in all parts of the district. 
Ninty per cent, of these defects are 
remedial if discovered early. This 
is the work of the health examiners, 
to point out these defects to the par¬ 
ents and to-determine when they are 
corrected. One of the greatest fad- 
tors in success is good health. It is 
the right of every child to be as 
healthy as possible and it is the duty 
of the,parents to keep them healthy.

L. H. Newman, the Dominion Cere- 
alist, discussing the best time at 
which to cut grain intended for exhi¬ 
bition use^points out that the major¬ 
ity of exhibitors prefer to let the 
crop become fully ripe before it is 
cut. When to cut depends very 
greatly on the locality and season. At 
the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa and the branch Farms the 
usual practice is to let the crop be¬ 
come fully ripened before it is cut. 
Harvested grain dries up better and 
is likely to have a better colour if 
stooked in rather small stooks. These 
should be protected against rain to 
prevent damage through sprouting 
and to preserve the colour.

who are absolutely removed from the “transient” class 
but are nevertheless unemployed. Are they receiving the 
same solicitude and concern as the much less desirable 
transients ? Certainly any arrangements on their behalf 
have received little publicity. 

In the rural districts, what steps have been taken to 
register all citizens desiring employment for the winter? 
Have the municipalities and towns of this area any reg¬ 
istration offices by which the names of local unemployed 
may be listed and forwarded to the government. 

At the present moment most people in the country and 
small towns are being absorbed in the harvest fields. But 
this work will be over in two weeks, and there will be a 
flood of men let loose with no settled prospects for the 
winter. Some of these are transients, but many are es¬ 
tablished citizens of their particular districts. 

Municipalities appear to have shown reluctance to 
check up systematically on the members in their area de¬ 
siring winter employment. No doubt, this is because they 
wish to assume no responsibility which is not absolutely 
imperative and which would let them in for anything. But 
according to a recent statement "in the city papers, the 
province, on a 50-50 arrangement with the federal gov¬ 
ernment will assume responsibility for providing work 
for single unemployed. This apparently releases munici¬ 
palities from any burdpn in providing work for single 
men. Then surely the le ast that every municipality can 
do is to furnish some agency by which its single unem¬ 
ployed workers can be placed on the provincial list. It is 
unfair to expect municipalities to create any great 
amount of relief. For one thing, many municipalities 
have already expended greatly on roads and such work. 
For another, all municipal taxpayers are hard hit and 
cannot afford increased expenditure. 

The providing of work for the unemployed of rural dis¬ 
tricts is the direct duty of the dominion or province, be¬ 
cause the great maiority of rural unemployed are estab¬ 
lished Canadian residents. If it is a Dominion and Pro¬ 
vincial responsibility to find work for transients, how much 
more necessary is it for the government to find work for 
its own Canadian citizens. 

All through the rural centres are farmers, farmer’s 
sons, mechanics, clerks, etc. in need of naid iohs for the 
winter. At the present moment thev may be employed In 
♦he harvest field, hut two weeks from now, they will be 
through and facing a iobless future. 

In the meantime, the transients who have been relief 
charges will he get tiny lined up on the winter work pro¬ 
gram. leaving the much more deserving of the country 
districts, unregistered at any point, and utterly unpro¬ 
vided before. 

Any municipality which takes no steos to register all i 
those desiring work, and makes no effort to get these men 


RAISED GAS RATES 


Customers of the Canadian Western Natural Gas, Light 
Heat and Power Co., read of the proposed merger of Tur¬ 
ner Valley wells which was announced September 5, with 
mingled feelings. Any arrangement which will extend 
indefinitely the existence of the Valley field, is welcome 
news. On the other hand any suggestion that the pro¬ 
posed merger will bring about increased gas rates is 
most unwelcome. This is a particularly bad year in 
which to raise the rates on a vital utility. The gas using 
public is struggling to make ends meet, with a greatly re¬ 
duced income. Few businesses and few individuals are 
able to declare any profits on their operations. Many are 
maintaining business at a loss, and the intimation that 
the large corporations involved in this gas utility might 
have to stand reduced dividends does not seem sufficient 
reason for advancing gas rates. 

At the time when the franchise was given, the big 
field was Foremost, with Turner Valley an inconsiderable 
factor.

Now, the main supply of gas is secured from 
Turner Valley, practically at our back door, and yet the 
costs are to be raised. It is difficult to account for this. 
Even though the Valley field should prove to be only of 
measurable age, there is still Foremost, considered of im¬ 
mense' possibilities. 

Only a few months ago, Calgary consumers on the 
showing of Canadian Natural Gas financial statements 
felt justified in asking lower rates. Their request was 
not sustained by th Public Utilities Commission but there 
was no intimation that an increase in gas rates would ev¬ 
er be considered. • *- 

A very short time has elapsed since then, and it is pro¬ 
posed that in the interests of conservation rates must be 
raised. The argument is that all concerned—that is, the 
Imperial Oil, the Independent producers, the Gas Com¬ 
pany and the people should share in the burden of conser¬ 
vation equitably. But a counter argument is that those 
best able to stand the loss, with least serious suffering, 
should do so. 

It is to the interests of all that the gas utility should 
be conserved. But it is very much to the interests of the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas Co. that there should be 
no reduction of customers. And it is extremely likely 
that with increased rates, many customers would be 
obliged to revert to coal. 

This Company has maintained good service and its aim 
has been satisfied customers. It would appear to be a 
bad policy to antagonize its great clientele for the sake 
of a temporary reduction in dividends. In others years 
the matter would not have been of such serious moment I 
but at this time the public can ill afford any additional 
burden on the cost of living. *

Machinery and tractor companies 
by high pressure sales methods and 
backed by argument to the buyers 
which, while in the main may be cor¬ 
rect, do not apply in the majority of 
cases, have loaded up western Cana¬ 
dian farms with surplus equipment. 
Much of it is now idle—and a lot of 
it unpaid for—because the farmers 
cannot afford to use equipment which 
was put in use in the days when lux¬ 
uries could be afforded in that line. 

In referring to the implement in¬ 
dustry, which it says affords no busi¬ 
ness prospects for this year, the Tor- 
/onto Financial Post says: 

Prospects for fall sales of imple¬ 
ments are extremely small. Outside 
of the inability of fanners to buy is 
the fact that crops are not heavy 
enough, except in isolated districts, 
to make purchases of new machinery 


Alberta has a one million dollar 
road work plan to form relif pro¬ 
gram. The Dominion Government 
has tentatively agreed to absoi^j 
2600 single unemployed on road 
work in the national parks, and as 
soon as this work is authorized the 
provincial government will embark 
on a work scheme • to care for as 
many unemployed as possible. 

While the trans-Canada highway 
work in Alberta is a matter of a few 
miles, only more than one million 
dollars worth of grading on the 420 
miles of provincial highways has al¬ 
ready been authorized. 

In addition there is $660,00(f worth 
of relief work provided in Calgary 
and $750,000 in Edmonton. 

Premier Brownlee in answering 
criticisms regarding the procrastina¬ 
tion of the Alberta government in 
providing relief program, stated that 
K.C. was in an entirely different situ¬ 
ation. he rural problem does not ex¬ 
ist in B.C..to # anything the same ex¬ 
tent. In B.C. road construction is 
largely rock cutting and essentially 
hand labor, whereas Alberta has dirt 
grades, and to use hand labor on A1-- 
bbrta roads altogether would be most 
expensive. 

The premier said that Alberta had 
carried out a highway program 
through the summer tp the extent of 
more than $2,000,000.

Mercury, etc. These are classified as 
religious or educational and it is no¬ 
ticeable that the Police Gazette and 
American Mercury are included. Al¬ 
so on this free list are several scien¬ 
tific and medical journals.

conditions. At least ninety-five per 
cent, of the strip farms in southern 
Alberta are laid out in strips twenty 
rods wide, running north and south. 

“Cover crops as a measure of soil 
control has many advocates in differ¬ 
ent sections of the west. The com¬ 
mon practice is to sow the summer- 
fallow with a light seeding of either 
oats or wheat. Seeding is done by 
alternately closing two-thirds of the 
drill openings and sowing in this 
manner either the entire fallowed ar¬ 
ea or in strips as may be desired 
across the field. The seeding is done 
in time to permit the. grain to estab¬ 
lish a good root system and it fre¬ 
quently grows to a height of eight or 
twelve inches or more and is usually 
an effective means when properly 
done by keeping soil from drofting. 

Its claim for favorable considera¬ 
tion is in the fact that it is usually a 
practical aid in soil control and pro¬ 
vides a certain amount of forage for 
livestock in the fall and winter per¬ 
iod.

At the field husbandry department 
of the prairie province, the efficiency 
of the combine harvester and binder 
thresher systems have been compar¬ 
ed in recent experiments. 

Eighty acres of crop were handled 
in this test, which took account of 
the losses of grain and "the cost of 
operation with both systems. 

Losses from the use of the self- 
binder and thresher system, amount¬ 
ing to 2.15 per cent, for wheat, 2.60 
per cent, for oats, 4.53 per cent, for 
barley. 

xvWhen the swather and combine 
‘ were used the losses amounted to 1.4 
per cent, for wheat, 1.33 per cent, for 
oats and 3.56 per cent, for barley. 

The losses were higher, particu¬ 
larly with oats and barley, when the 
straight combine was . used, and 
amounted to 1.48 per cent, for 
wheat, 3.56 per cent, for oats and 
10.49 per cent.'for barley. • 

The heavier losses from the 
straight combine resulted from hav¬ 
ing t6‘ allow the grain to become 
practically dead ripe before the har¬ 
vest . wai undertaken. This delay 
amounted to from 10 to 14 days af¬ 
ter binder cutting should have com¬ 
menced. Swather combine harvest¬ 
ing needed only a delay of six to 
eight days. 

- The chief difficulties in combine 
operation, as reported by the field hus 
bandman, hav^ been due to green ma 
terials and undergrowth in the crop, 
and handling a large volume of 
straw. 

It is estimated that the most of 
straight combining need not exceed 
$2.63 per acre, and that of swather 
combiqe $3.22 per acre when this 
equipment is operated on an era 
amounting to not less than 240 acres 
annualy.

In a recently issued report on edu¬ 
cation in Canada it is stated that 
technical education increased from 
1920 to 1929 about four fold. For 
every four pupils in ordinary high 


At the annual convention of the 
Chamber of Commerce held in Regina 
great emphasis was laid on the need 
for conservation of national resour¬ 
ces, on which Canada’s national se¬ 
curity rests. 

Robert Smith K.C. of Amherst, es¬ 
pecially criticized those who make 
free use of such terms as “inexhaust¬ 
ible, illimitable und inconceivably 
vast natural wealth.” This is not a 
fact and gives the public a false im¬ 
pression of Canada’s resources. 

The same point was borne out in a 
recent Maclean’s article, in whfch the 
writer instanced by the fish industry, 
the lumber industry, the oil industry 
and others how greatly resources 
have been depleted wantonly, and 
how very serious this depletion may 
result. 

Mr." Smith, speaking at Regina 
said: If proprtly conserved and de¬ 
veloped, Canada’s natural resource 
not only would yield this generation 
a greater, profit but they would be 
handed on to the next in a more high 
ly productive condition. Each genera¬ 
tion was entitled to the interest on 
the natural capital and no more. 

He criticized public men who, he 
said, constantly refer to the “inex¬ 
haustible, illimitable and inconceiv¬ 
ably vast natural wealth.” This sort 
of thing with the continued increase 
in the export of our new wealth bas¬ 
ed on the distorted faith that these 
resources were inexhaustible, was 
detrimental to the progress of the 
Dominion.
